“Gratitude is one of the least 
articulate of the emotions, espe- 
cially when it is deep. I can ex- 
press with very limited adequacy 
the passionate devotion to this land 
that possesses millions of our peo- 
ple, born, like myself, under other 
skies, for the privilege that this 
country has bestowed in allowing 
them to partake of the fellowship. 

“It has bestowed this fellowship 
from the beginning. The unfolding 
of our republic is the story of the 
most significant racial admixture 
in history. The very Constitution 
of the United States was made, in 
the classic language of the Su- 
preme Court, ‘for the undefined and 
expanding future and for a people 
gathered from many nations and of 
Many tongues.’ 

“Nothing is more uniquely Amer- 
ican that this hospitality to the 
human spirit, whatever its source. 
The times in which we live are 
bringing to American life doers of 
great deeds and thinkers of great 
thoughts, and men and women un- 
distinguished except as the sturdy 
foundation of every good society. 

“We should welcome them as 
generations before us welcomed the 
Pilgrims of ’48. For they come, 
not merely because persecution 
dives them; they come because the 
American tradition beckons them.”

A. J. G. Alters 
Plebiscite Form

NEW YORK—Bowing to wide- 
spread criticism, the American 
Jewish Congress has radically alt- 
ered the form of the plebiscite an- 
nounced for next month. 

The ballot, according to a deci- 
sion reached at a private meeting 
of Congress leaders, will contain 
one question instead of four pre- 
viously listed. That question asks 
simply whether the registrant fav- 
ors union, on a democratic basis, 
of all Jewish organizations fighting 
anti-Semitism. There is no refer- 
ence in the question to a Jewish 
State, nor is the voter asked to 
designate the American Jewish 
Congress as the sole representative 
in the fight on anti-Semitism. 

The term referendum is substi- 
tuted for “plebiscite” in the new 
ballot form, the latter description 
having evoked particular criticism 
as unpleasantly remindful of re- 
cent continental] votes. 


The question is now as follows: 
“Do you favor a union of all Amer- 
ican Jewish groups engaged in 
safeguarding the equal rights of 
Jews, which shall undertake to 
create for the defense of such 
rights, a single all-inclusive agency 
organized on a democratic, repre- 
sentative basis, in accordance with 
American ideals?” 

Reporting for the National 
Board of Elections, of which he is 
the chairman, M. Maldwin Fertig, 
declared that in the past fortnight, 
in 57 cities where two-thirds of 
the Jewish population of this coun- 
try reside, 100,000 registration 
booklets containing ten certificates 
each and total in all one million, 
had been distributed. 


Louis Lipsky, vice-president of 
the congress and chairman of its 
administrative committee, invited 
the American Jewish Committee 
and the B’nai B’rith to join the 
elections board and to improve its 
democratic procedure, if that was 
desired. Mr, Lipsky’s invitation 
was extended in reply to the crit- 
icisms which have been levelled 
against the elections by represent- 
atives of the Committee and B’nai 
B'rith.

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Edmondson F ioe 
In Libel Gharge

NEW YORK — An indictment 
against Robert Edward Edmondson, 
anti-Semitic pamphleteer, for libel- 
ing the Jewish religion has been 
dismissed by Judge James G. Wal- 
lace of General Sessions Court on 
the grounds that New York State’s 
law did not cover group libel. In 
his .decision, Judge Wallace de- 
nounced Edmondson, but held it 
was wiser to “bear with scandal- 
mongering than to extend the 
criminal law to become an instru- 
ment of oppression.” 


Judge Wallace also dismissed, on 
his own motion, indictments against 
Edmondson alleging that he had 
libeled Secretary of Labor Frances 
Perkins and Dean Virginia C. Gil- 
dersleeve of Barnard College, on 
the ground that “these indictments 
on their face do not set forth a 
crime, 


Dismissal of the indictments was 
sought 1ecently by five organiza- 
tions, including the American Jew- 
ish Congress and American Jewish 
Committee, in briefs filed with the 
court. Mayor LaGuardia had taken 
the initiative in June, 1936, in ob- 
taining the indictments, and since 
then there had been several post- 
ponements of Edmondson’s trial. 


“There can be no doubt as to the 
defamatory nature of the publica- 
tions mentioned,” Judge Wallace 
said in his 19-page decision. “They 
are palpably the outpouring of a 
fanatical and bigoted mind. Never- 
theless, they have been circulated 
for years and have never provoked 
a breach of the peace in this com- 
munity, nor, in spite of their vir- 
ulence, are they apt to.”

Mrs. Goodman’s Plan To 


N a letter printed in the “Freedom of The 

Press” column on this page, Mrs. J. A. Good- 
man of Indianapolis, suggests a plan to aid the 
Youth Aliyah in the removal of a 1,000 children 
from Austria to Palestine. The plan is very 
simple and the wonder is that it has not been 
thought of before. 

Recently, through the emergency action of 
Henrietta Szold, Hadassah was granted 1,000 
visas for that number of Austrian children to 
enter Palestine, with the understanding that any 
of these entry permits unused by Semptember 30 
of this year would automatically be voided. With 
the visas secured, Hadassah arfanged for the 
children to be received in Palestine colonies, All 
that remained was to raise the $360 necessary 
for the maintenance of each child for the regula- 
tion two years. 

Apprized of the situation Hadassah named a 
committee of 1,000 women throughout the United 
States whose task it was to raise the necessary 
$360,000. It was to help this fund that Mrs. Good- 
man evolved her plan. Under it, friends and 
relatives of confirmands and graduates instead of 
purchasing the oft-time useless gifts that the 
average graduate receives would send that money 
to Mrs. Goodman to be applied to the Youth 


Aliyah Fund. To the confirmand or graduate 
then, Mrs. Goodman would send a dignified an- 
nouncement of the most beautiful gift in the 
world—the saving of a life. 

When Mrs. Goodman says, “there is no finer 
deed than helping to save the life of a child. 
This is the gift nearest to the hearts of our 
children”, she strikes the sympathetic chord in 
the Jewish heart which has been its remarkable 
feature down through the ages. 

Who is it that woud prefer to buy-a tie, or a 
pair of cuff links, when that money could be de- 
voted to a fund which translated into its strongest 
terms may mean life or death for a Jevétsh victim 
of the Nazi scourge of Austria? The Jewish 
children should be the first to endorse Mrs, Good- 
man’s plan. It is they who should urge their 
friends and relatives to direct the money they 
would ordinarily use to buy a gift or a trinket 
to the Youth Aliyah fund, 

It is to be hoped that Mrs. Goodman’s plan 
will be seized upon and carried through one hund- 
red per cent. Let the card Mrs. Goodman de- 
scribes become so fashinable and popular that the 
tie or book as a gift will become outmoded and 
in its stead a symbol of Jewish charity on its 
highest plane—the salvaging of the life of a child 
will take its place as the finest present possible.

Jews And Their Relatives 


During the World War the close 
solidarity existing between Lloyd 
George and Jewish high finance is 
easily shown by the brief biograph- 
ical sketches of some of the in- 
fluential personages by whom he 
Was and is constantly surrounded. 

Sir Philip Albert Gustav David 
Sassoon, secretary to Mr. Lloyd 
George, and his constant compan- 
ion, whose famous estate of Lym- 
pne is so frequently used as a 
meeting-place by the Supreme 
Council, is the son of Sir Edward 
Sassoon, one of the richest finan- 
ciers in the world. On his mother’s 
side, he is a grandson of Baron 
Gustav de Rothschild (the Sassoons 
are Asiatic Jews, coming originally 
from Bagdad). Sir Philip Sassoon 
and his cousin, D. R, Sassoon, is 
at the head of the banking house 
of David Sassoon and Co. He is 
likewise closely related to Sir 
Jacob Elias Sassoon, head of the 
firm of E. D. Sassoon and Co., one 
of the most powerful commercial 
and financial establishments in 
India and the Far Fast, and is a 
near relative of a score of other 
Sassoons in England and India. 
The House of Sassoon, with all its 
affiliations and ramifications, is 
considered, from a financia] stand- 
point, as holding the same position 
in Asia as that held by the House 
of Rothschild in Europe. Sir 
Philip, Mr. Lloyd. George’s secre- 
tary, being a Sassoon of his fath- 
er’s side and a Rothschild on his 
mother’s, is without question one 
of the most important financial 
personages ih the world! 

Lord Reading (Rufus Daniel 
Isaacs), member of the Privy Coun- 
cil, former Attorney-General, ex- 
Minister of Justice, is now Viceroy 
of India. Toward the close of the 
et Lord Reading was sent as 








but the nations of the world are 
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such he possessed tremendous in- 
fluence with President Wilson, and 
his intimate associates, among 
whom were a great number of 
Jews. He played a prominent part 
in the drawing up of the peace 
terms and in the creation of the 
League of Nations. An intimate 
friend of Lloyd George, Lord Read- 
ing is one of the leading men in 
English public life. He belongs to 
the world of Jewish high finance, 
in which his two brothers play very 
important parts, One of them, God- 
frey Charles Isaacs, is general 
manager of all the Marconi Com- 
panies, and could justly lay claim 
to the title of the Wireless King. 
The other, Harry M. Isaacs, man- 
ages and controls The British Cel- 
lulose and Chemical Manufacturing 
Co., the largest manufacturers of 
Chemical products in England. 

The Samuels constitute a vast 
tribe, exceeding numerous, in- 
fluential, and complex. Besides 
two of Lloyd George’s intimate as- 
sociates—Lord Montagu (Edwin 
Samuel Montagu), member of the 
Privy Council and Secretary of 
State for India, and Sir Herbert 
Samuel, Viceroy of Palestine. There 
is a host of other Samuels belong- 
ing to the world of Jewish high 
finance. For instance, there is Sir 
Harry Samuel, who controls the 
Shell Transport and Trading Co., 
and the Anglo-Saxon Petroleum, as 
well as the Royal Dutch Co., the 
Mexican Eagle Co., and the Bala- 
afsche Petroleum Maatchaooij. 

Last comes Sir Alfred Mond, 
member of the Privy Council, Min- 
ister in the present British Cabinet 
and head of the Economic Council 
of the Zionist movement. This man, 
the son of a naturalized German 
Jew, is one of the nickel kings, the 
supreme master of international 
commerce in chemical products, and 
the proprietor of the Westminister 
Gazette. Sir Alfred Montz Mond 
is one of the directors of the firm 
of Brunner Mond & Co., (with a 
capital equivalent to about 250,- 
000,000 francs), the Mond Nickel 
Co., and half a score of other high- 
ly important enterprises. Associa- 
ted with Sir Alfred Mond in all 
his enterprises is his brother, Rob- 
ert Ludwig Mond. Sir Alfred’s 
daughter married the son of Lord 
Reading (Rufus Isaacs), Viceroy of 
India. This group, of which Mr. 
Lloyd George was the very eloq- 
uent mouthpiece, was-and is by no 
means the British people, but Jew- 
ish international finance, whose 
headquarters are the London Stock 
Exchange. 

Lloyd George and Anthony Eden 
are Jews, Frances Perkins and 
Cordell Hull are Jews. Frances 
Perkins’ name is Lazansky. Wm. 
Bullitt’s name is Horowitz. 


Felix Warburg, brother of Paul 
and Max, married the daughter of 
Jacob Schiff, who was the head of

8. “To communicate anything to 
a goy (Gentile) about our relig- 
ious 1elations would be equal to the 
killing of all Jews, for if the goyim 
knew what we teach about them 
they would kill us openly.”—Libbre 
David 37, Talmud. 

4. “A Gentile girl who is three 
years old can be violated.”—Aboda 
Sarah 37a. Talmud, 

5. “A Jew may violate but not 
marry a non-Jewish girl.’—Gad. 
Shas. 2.2, 

6. “Our vows shall be no vows, 
and our oaths no oaths at all.”— 
Schulchan Aruch, Edit. I, 136, Tal- 
mud. 

7. “Thou shalt not cheat thy 
next biother, ‘but the non-Jews are 
not our brethren! but as mentioned 
above, worse than dogs.” Aruch 
Choszen Hamiszpat 227. Talmud. 

The above aie but samples of 
teachings which cause thein to do 
the underhanded acts in civic life 
which make them disliked so by 
those who have suffered their 
usury, cheating, lying and general 
indifference towards the welfare of 
other citizens, 

Since the merging of Austria and 
Germany, 26,000 Jews would be 
permitted to come into this country 
under the present immigration 
quota, without one bit of legisla- 
tion. Add to this the quota allow- 
ed in from Spain, Russia and Italy: 
15,000 of the German quota would 
be brought into the United States 
by June 30th. Realize also that 
nearly all of these would be prac- 
tically penniless, due to money re- 
strictions in the countries from 
which they would flee, thereby add- 
ing to our own unemployed and 
dependents upon the relief and 
charity societies which are already 
overburdened by present demands. 

Taxes are already high in this 
country to meet government de- 
mands for funds to carry on re- 
lief, realize that these would un- 
doubtedly increase, with an increas- 
ed number of aliens, promised our 
support. 

For the price for their fight for 
World dominance and Communism 
they would have severa] times paid 
for land which they should have 
bought and colonized for them- 
selves. 

By blood tests and ancestry, Jews 
are Asiatics and Orientals, there- 
fore how can they be given any 
more rights than are being given 
the Japanese or Chinese.

them. Read Isaiah 1, 1-17: also 
Ezekiel 20, 13. 

Study Bismarck and you will find 
that Jews were behind the killing 
of President Lincoln, as well as 
Mayor Cermak and Huey Long. It 
was a Jew that pulled the trigger 
of the assassin’s gun that killed 
the heir to the Austro-Hungarian 
throne, which in turn set off the 
blaze of the World War. The 
Jews themselves take pride in the 
fact that they have started every 
major revolution in the history of 
the world, including the French 
revolution, the Russian revolution 
as well as the present Spanish rev- 
olution. Jews were banned from 
Spain until the last ten or fifteen 
years and as soon as they again 
were permitted in the country, 
trouble began. They have been ex- 
iled from fifty-three major coun- 
tries. If these countries have 
found it necessary to do this, why? 
Read the Jewish Talmud, study the 
Cabala, etc., learn for yourself. 
Long before the Christian Era 
Jews became the object of suspic- 
ion, in Egypt, persia and Rome. 
Pharoah suppressed the Jews and 
Mohammed declared: “‘Their aim 
will be to abet disorder on the 
earth, but God loveth not the abet- 
tors of disorder”. Sura V. 60 (Ev- 
erymans Library edition p. 498). 

To attribute the persecution of 
the Jews to Christianity is there- 
fore ludicrous. Catholics were per- 
secuted, Protestants were persecut- 
ed and for that matter they still 
are. If Christianity goes, the 
whole theory that the Jews were 
once the “chosen people” goes with 
it as far as Gentiles are concerned, 
and the Jewish race divest of its 
divine favour will have to be judg- 
ed on its own merits, 

No one ever warned the British 
public more distinctly of the dan- 
ger they presented or of the role 
the Jews were playing (and still 
are) in them than Disraeli (him- 
self a Jew), whose famous words 
have been quoted so frequently in 
this connection: “The World is 
governed by very different person- 
ages from what is imagined by 
those who are not behind the 
scenes!” 

When the Jewish press protests 
at the injustice of associating Jews 
with Bolshevism it may be legiti- 
mately answered: What has Jewry 
done collectively to disassociate it- 
self with Bolshevism?
